W ashington, March 4,—The great 
deed Is done, and Woodrow Wilson is 
president of the United States. 
Fol­ 
lowed by the presidential salute of 101 
guns and the cheering of the greatest 
throng ever gathered in Washington, 
he was sworn in today shortly after 
noon. 
The* inaugural address which 
followed was one of the shortest on 
record, but the parade was not. 
De­ 
spite the demand for democratic sim­ 
plicity, this pageant was one of the 
longest and most imposing that ever 
marched In Vionor of a new occupant 
of the White House. 
At about half past IO Mr. Wilson 
was wait<*d on at the Shoreham by 
m em bers of the congressional com­ 
m ittee and 
escorted 
to the White

House, whore he was greeted by Pres­ 
ident Taft, and shortly thereafter the 
president and president to bo entered 
a carriage for the trip to tile Capitol, 
Mr. Taft sealed upon the right hand 
and Mr. Wilson on the left. 
The pres­ 
ident elect had as a guard of honor 
the Essex troop of Newark, N. J, 


Marshall Also Had Escort. 


Vice President Marshall, who had 
also been escorted from the Shoreham 
to the White House, followed in an­ 
other carriage. 
Because of the vacan­ 
cy in the office prior to his qualify­ 
ing he rode with members of the com­ 
mittee, the event being a sad reminder 
to many of the death of Vice Fred- 
dent Sherman, 
Mr. Marshall's guard 
of honor was the Culver Black Horse 
troop of Indiana. 
Mrs. Wilson and 
Mts, Marshall did not ride in the in- 
augural procession, but the first lady 
of the land and her three charming 
daughters and the wdfe of the vice 
president wen* escorted to the Capi­ 
tol by a special military ald. 
..Arrived 
at 
the 
Capitol 
building, 
♦resident Taft and Mr. Wilson pro­ 
ceeded at once to the president's room, 
where Mr. Taft busied himself during 
the brief remainder of his term by 
signing bills passed in the last hours 
of congress. 
Mr. Marshall repaired to 
the vice president’s room to awalt the 
moment of taking the oath of office. 
Meanwhile the senate chamber pre­ 


sented an animated scene, for today 
it held not only the members of (he 
highest legislative body In the land, 
but the supreme court of the United 
States, the diplomatic corps, members 
of the house of representatives, dis­ 
tinguished officials of the government 
and a gallery brilliant with the pres­ 
ence of the beauty and distinction of 
the land. 


An Imposing Procession. 


The ancient ceremony of turning 
back the clock having been attended 
to in due form, at exactly 12 by this 
amended timepiece, appeared the pres­ 
ident and president elect of the United 
States e s c o r t s by the honorable com­ 
mittee to the chief scats in front of 
the presiding officer’s desk. 
Thomas 
R. Marshall was then sworn in by the 
president pro tem. of the senate, after 
which there was prayer by the chap­ 
lain. the new vice president delivered 
a brief inaugural address and gave tho 
oath to the new members of the sen­ 
ate, and the stately procession was 
ready to move to the temporary stand 
built over the east portico of the Cap­ 
itol. 
Headed by the sergeant-at-arms of 
the senate and the sergeant-at-arms 
of the house, followed by the marshal 
of the District of Columbia, the pro­ 
cession moved in the following order: 
Chief Justice 
White and 
the eight 
associate justices of the United States 
supreme court, the committee on ar­ 
rangements, the president and presi­ 
dent elect, the am bassadors and min­ 
isters from foreign nations in all their 
regalia of office, the vice president 
and former vice presidents, the presi­ 
dent pro tem. of the senate, senators 
and former senators, the speaker and 
clerk of the house, retiring members 
and members elect of the house, heads 
of executive departm ents of the gov­ 
ernment, governors of states and ter­ 
ritories, Admiral Dewey, head of tho 
navy; Major General l^eonard Wood, 
head of 
the arm y; 
officers of 
the* 
army and navy who have received the 
thanks of congress and all other per­ 
sons who have been admitted to the 
floor of the senate, followed by the 
occupants of the senate gallery head­ 
ed 
by 
members of 
the diplomatic 
corps. 


Administering the Oath. 


Arrived 
at 
the 
temporary stand 
where hundreds of people were al­ 
ready sealed and lens of thousands 
more wore banked in front of the 
stand, tho high dignitaries took the 
places allotted to them and preparod 
to solemnize the chief event of the 
day. 
For the first time Chief Justice Ed­ 
ward I) White administered the oath, 
his predecessor, Chief Justice Melville 
W. Fuller, having officiated at the last 
six public Inaugurations. 
In a firm 
voice 
the president 
elect repeated 
after the venerable chief lie*: e the 
oath, bowing to kiss the Bible at its 
close. 
The boom of cannon * 
J the 
cheers of the mighty concourse of 
people announced the fact that a new* 
president of the United Staten had 
been Inducted into office and thut 
William Howard Taft was now a pri­ 
vate citizen. 
The inaugural address was delivered 
in the easy manner and full voi 
which President Wilson is already f:> 
mous, but the crowd was so enormous 
that only those nearest the platfo:..i 
could 
hear. 
Many 
complimentary 
references were made to the lofty 
tone of the address. 
In its brevity, 
pithiness and high moral plane it Is 
likened to the inaugural address of 
Lincoln. 
In the Journey back to the White 
House President Wilton and Mr. Taft 
exchanged places in the first carriage, 
the new president now on the right 
hand and the ex-president on the left. 
Wilson was cheered almost continu­ 
ously throughout the mile of P e n n s y l ­ 
vania avenue extending between the 
Capitol and the treasury building. At 
the White House luncheon was served 
to the presidential and vice presiden­ 
tial parties. Mr. Taft, whose treatm ent 
of his successor throughout the day 
has been the soul of courtesy and good 
feeling, excused himself soon after the 
luncheon to take the train for Augus­ 
ta. Ga., where he will rest for several 
weeks before moving to his new home 
in New Haven, where he is to be Kent 
professor of law at Yale. 
The reviewing stunt! in front of the 
White Hou^e, to which the prtslden- 
tial party then repaired, seats about 
1,500 persons and is crowded with 
friends and relatives of the new presi­ 
dent and vice president. 


Gigantic Parade Under Way. 


The gigantic parade is now under 
way. 
The ttrat division, I d by the 
famous Marine band, is already pass­ 
ing the court of honor. 
As this band 
approached the president’s eland it 
broke out in the strains of "Hall to 
the Chief” amid the cheering of the 
assembled thousands. 
The first pa­ 
rade division consists of some of the 


finest marching re g im e n t of the Unit­ 
ed States army and navy and the 
W est Point and Annapolis cadets, per­ 
haps the best drilled body of young 
men In the world. 
The scene along Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue is one never to 
be 
forgotten. 
Practically every inch of space on 
both sides of the great thoroughfare 
is occupied. 
The temporary stands, 
the sidewalks, the cross streets back 
for a long distance, the windows of 
every building along the route and 
even the trees and housetops are 
alive with 
humanity. 
The 
decora­ 
tions, not only of this street but of 
the whole line of march and in a less­ 
er degree of tho entire city, have 
never 
been 
more 
effective. 
Great 
arches and festoons span the avenue 
at frequent intervals. 
These when 
lighted at night will make of Penn­ 
sylvania avenue a veritable fairyland, 
and with the garlands of green and 
white and the display of the national 
colors the ofTect will be like that of 
day.

Briefly 
Outlines 
Changes Needed. 
Washington, 
March 
4.—President 
Wilson’s inaugural address was com­ 
paratively brief. 
He referred to the 
greatness of the nation and the mag­ 
nitude of our industries, but declared 
we have not hitherto stopped thought­ 
fully enough to count the human cost, 
the cost of lives snuffed out, of ener­ 
gies overtaxed and broken, the fear­ 
ful physical and spiritual cost to the 
men and women and children upon 
whom the dead weight and burden of 
It all has fallen pitilessly the years 
through. 
Speaking of existing conditions that, 
In his opinion, 
should be 
changed, 
President Wilson included the follow­ 
ing a* the chief items: 
A tariff which cuts us off from our 
proper part in the commerce of the 
world, violates the just principles of 
taxation and makes the government a 
f 
. * instrument in the hands of pri­ 
vate interests; a banking aud curren­ 
cy system baaed upon the necessity of 
tho • ,o\ eminent to sell its bonds lifty 
years ago and perfectly adapted to con­ 
centrating < ash and restricting cred­ 
its; an industrial system which, take 
it on all sides, financial aa well as ad­ 
ministrative, holds capital In leading 
strings, 
restricts tin* 
liberties 
and 
limits thh opportunities of labor and 
exploits without renewing or conserv­ 
ing the natural resources of the coun­ 
try; a body of agricultural activities 
never yet given the efficiency of great 
business undertakings or served as it 
should be through the instrumentality 
of science taken directly to the farm 
or afforded the facilities of credit best 
suited to its practical needs; w ater­ 
courses undeveloped, waste places un­ 
reclaimed, forests untended, fast dis- 
apjtearlng without prospect of renewal.

The two young men mentioned in 
the above dispatch are both Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota graduates. 
Wm. 
Taylor is a nephew of P. W. Donovan, 
superintendent of the E. J. Longyear 
Exploration company, and was em­ 
ployed some time by his uncle and 
made his home with him. 
Taylor and Bjorge were classmates 
a t the university, graduating last 
spring. 
They were recommended by 
their professors to a New York firm, 
which was looking for two mining 
engineers to go to Venezuela to pros­ 
pect for oil. 
The young men were 
placed in charge of the party, which 
consisted of two guides, a cook and 
some natives. 
BJorge and Taylor left Minnesota 
last Thanksgiving day and arrived 
in New York from which point they 
sailed for Venezuela, leaving for the 
interior about ch rlsm as time. 
Mr. Donovan said th a t explorers 
had penetrated the interior at other 
times and had no trouble and can­ 
not account for the capture unless 
it is on account of a fight or feud be­ 
tween the coast Indians and the tribes 
of the interior.

K n o c k s Medicine Man Down. 


T ha t voodooiarn in all its horrors Is 
practiced in the interior of Haiti by 
the su perstitiou s natives has long been 
know n or su spected by residents and 
visitors to the tu m u ltu o u s island. 
T he 
w hite men w ho have ever had the e x­ 
perience of seeing the voodoo w orship­ 
ers in the 
midst of their fearsom e 
orgies might well he en u m erated on 
the eight lingers. 
One of the few who 
have had the ghastly experience a rriv­ 
ed in New York recently. 
He Is Baron 
H endrik van Renken Stain, the ship's 
su rgeon. 
Dr. S tam has had m any thrilling ex- 
perlences. hu t it rem ained for the voo­ 
doo w orshipers of H aiti to give him 
the thrill of thrills. 
“T alk abo u t the spinal shivers.” said 
the su rgeon in discu ssing his experi­ 
ence, “ well. 1 had them for fair. 
[ 
had the experience abou t tw o w eeks 
ago. and my sleep Is distu rbed w ith 
frightfu l n ightm ares yet. 
H o bby L ea d s Him Ashore. 
“ My hobby since my college days has 
been botany, and in my ram bles abo u t 
the world 1 have alw ays taken the op­ 
portu nity to explore the ou t of the w ay 
places for botanical specimens.

this hobby tha t m ade me a w itness of 
the voodooistic cerem ony.

lowed by the presidential salute of 101 
Runs and the cheering of the greatest 
throng ever gathered in Washington, 
he was sworn in today shortly after 
noon. 
The inaugural address which 
followed was one of the shortest, on 
record, but the parade was not. 
De­ 
spite the demand for democratic sim­ 
plicity, this pageant was one of the 
longest and most imposing that ever 
marched in ^lonor of a new occupant 
of the W hite House. 
At about half past IO Mr. W ilson 
was waited on at the Shoreham by 
members of the congressional com­ 
mittee and 
escorted 
to the W hite

senUxl an animated scene, for today 
it held not only the members of the 
highest legislative body in the land, 
but the supreme court of the United 
States, the diplomatic corps, members 
of the house of representatives, dis­ 
tinguished officials of the government 
and a gallery brilliant with the pres­ 
ence of the beauty and distinction of 
the land. 


An Imposing Procession. 


The ancient ceremony of turning 
back the clock having been attended 
to in due form, at exactly 12 by this 
amended timepiece, appeared the pres­ 
ident and president elect of the United 
States escorted by the honorable com­ 
mittee to the chief scats in front of 
the presiding officer’s desk. 
Thomas 
R. M arshall was then sworn In by the 
president pro tem. of the senate, after 
which there was prayer by the chap­ 
lain, the new vice president delivered 
a brief inaugural address and gave tho 
oath to the new members of the sen 
ate, and the stately procession was 
ready to move to the tem porary stand 
built over the east portico of the Cap 
itol. 
Headed by the sergeant-at-arms of 
the senate and the serge.ant-at-arms 
of the house, followed by the marshal 
of the D istrict of Columbia, the pro­ 
cession moved in the following order:

President Taft and Mr. W ilson pro­ 
ceeded at once to the president's room, 
where Mr. Taft busied himself during 
the brief remainder of his term by 
signing bills passed in the last hours 
of congress. 
Mr. Marshall repaired to 
the vice president’s room to await the 
moment of taking the oath of office.

For the first time Chief Justice Ed ­ 
ward D. W h ite administered the oath, 
his predecessor. Chief Justice M elville 
W . Fuller, having officiated at the last 
six public inaugurations.

repeated 
after the venerable chief Jw t lt e the 
oath, bowing to kiss the Bible at its 
close. 
The boom of cannon a n d the 
cheers of the mighty concourse of 
people announced the fact tha* a new 
president of the United S la te r had 
been inducted 
into office and 
that 
W illiam Howard Taft was now' a pri­ 
vate citizen. 
The inaugural address was delivered 
in the easy manner and full voice 
which President Wilson is already fa­ 
mous, but the crowd was so enormous 
that only those nearest the platform 
could 
hear. 
Many 
complimentary 
references 
were made to the lofty 
tone of the address. 
In its brevity, 
pithiness and high moral plane it is 
likened to the inaugural address of 
Lincoln. 
In the Journey back to the W h ite 
House President Wilson and Mr. Taft 
exchanged places in the first carriage, 
the new president now on the right 
hand and the ex-president on the left.

The two young men mentioned in 
the above dispatch are both Univer­ 
sity of M innesota graduates. 
Wm. 
Taylor is a nephew of P. VV. Donovan, 
superintendent of the E. J. Longyear 
Exploration company, and was em ­ 
ployed some time by his uncle and 
made his home with him. 
Taylor and Ujorge were classm ates 
a t the university, g rad u atin g last 
spring. 
They were recommended by 
their professors to a New York firm, 
which was looking for tw o m ining 
engineers to go to Venezuela to pros­ 
pect for oil. 
The young men were 
placed in charge of the party, which 
consisted of two guides, a cook and 
some natives. 
BJorge and Taylor left M innesota 
last T hanksgiving day and arrived 
in New York from which point they 
sailed for Venezuela, leaving for the 
interior about Chrlsm as time.

a 
hundred or more paper knives, hat 
racks, necktie boxes, taborets, etc, 
have been turned out.

efforts on the part of the pupils and
